state insurance commission to the 
effect that these rates are much too 
high in La Crosse and which further 
said that the local board of under­ 
writers had not secu fit to make a 
sufficient reduction in these rates. 
The investigation will be made by 
the finance committee of the council 
with a view of working out a plan 
of rate reduction. 
A second resolution introduced by 
Alderman Mahoney aud adopted or­ 
dered an investigation of the insur­ 
ance on buildings owned by the city. 
'Phe committee is authorized to hire 
an insurance expert, if necessary, to 
supply information on rates and com­ 
panies. It is probable that the inves­ 
tigation will result in the adoption 
of the competitive plan of awarding 
insurance contracts.
